‘Now, Gentlemen, are not thefe meer 
Exchange-Aley Lunacies, and are they any 
realAdvantage to the waeag Credit ? Nos 
I affure you, but far from its for it can 
néver be to the Advantage of the publick 
Credit to have it liefo much at the ora 
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_of a Caprice of the People, and that Hu- 

mour of the People fubjeé&t to be turn’d 
round by every Combination of Knaves, 
that make their Market of the publick Con- 
fafions ; for tho’ im the profperous Affairs 
of the Government, they may afiift to 
prompt Mankind to embrace the ftated 
Funds of the Nation, and make the publick 
Credit more fluid, So, Gentlemen, I muft 
obferve, this puts publick Credit upon the 
wrong Foot, and, if J may take the Liberty to 
fy fo, makes it ftand upon the worft Foun- 
dation in the World. In order to examine 
this more nicely, let us feek a little into it, 
and fee, if we know what we mean by this 
extenfive Thing call’d CREDIT. 

That fubftgatial Non-Entity call’d CRE- 
DIT, feems to have a difting& Effence (if 
motbing can be faid to exift) from all the 
Phenomena in Nature ; ic is in it felf the 
lighteft and moft volatile Body in the 
World, moveable beyond the Swiftnefs of 
Lightning the greateft Alchymifts could 
never fix ics Mercury, or find out its Quali- 
ty; it is meither a Soul ora-Body; it is 
neither vifible or invifible; itis all Confe- 
quence, and yet not the Effeét of a Caufe ; 
it is a Being without Matter, a Subftance 
without Form A perfe&t free Agent 
a@ting by Wheels and Springs abfolutely 
undi(cover’d ; it comes without Call, and 
goes away unfent; if it flies, the whole 
‘Nation cannot ftay it; if it faysaway, no 
Importunity can prevail for its Return —— 
No Law can reach it, A&s of Parliament 
cannot iofluence it 3 its Motions are natural 
to it felf, and never to be cunftrain’d; itis 
fullen and ill-natur’d enough in its Aétings, 
and perfe€tly imperceptible in its Movicg 5 
it comes to a Mao, or a Body of Men, or 
a-Nation infenfibly,as Duft upon the Cloths, 
it goes imperceptibly, as Light vanifhes into 
Darknefs; it comes with Surprize, and 
goes without Notice—— Where there is 
no Occafion for it, it will flay whether you 
will or no, and feems to love thofe wha have 
no Ufe for it; once to want it, is effe@u- 
ally to lofe it; like the Vermin in a Houfe, 
it always flies wnen the Houfe is falling, 
th.’ with this unhappy Difference, that 
where this flies, the Houfe not only may 
fal, but MUST; where it flays, it has 


ftrange Qualities it is the beft Philofo- 
phersStone in the World, and has the beftMe-- 
thod for Multiplication of Metals ; it has the 
effe&tual Power of Tranfmutation——For 
it can turn Paper into Money, and Money 
into Drofs——. While it lives with.a Mere 
chant, he can trade witbout a Stock, draw 
Bills where he has no. Bffe@s, and Bay Bis 
without Money; if it forfake » his 
Trade dies, his Money won’t circulate, the 
Vitals of his Management ftagnate, his 
Ships won’t fail, his Bills won’t be accepted, 
and nothing will go any fafter than ’tis 
driven; while itdwels in a Nation, it dou- 
bles their Strength, they can fit ow Fleets 
without Money,have Money without Funds, 
and Funds without Deficiencies 
What has this invifible Phantofm done for. 
this Nation, and what miferable Doiogs 
were there here before without her ?—— 
She cuts afl the Notches in your Tallies, 
and the obedient Nation takes them for 
Money; your Exchequer Bills have her 
Seal tothem, and my L~— A —— x [ets his 
Hand to them in her Name ; ’tis by Her 
you faife Armies, fit out Fleets, cloth your 
Soldiers, eftablith Banks, fell Annuities, pay 
Equivalents, and in fhort by Her you found 
your grand Alliances have (upported the 
War, and beat the French: By this Invifi- 
ble, Fe we feay Quoi, this Non-natural, this 
Emblem of afomething, tho’ in it felf no- 
thing, all our War and all our Trade is 
fupported. The Commerce of England is 
at this time carry’d on toa hundred Millions 
Ster/,a Year of Returns, more than there 
is Specie of Coin to negotiate; the War is 
carry’d on with an hundredth Part of the 
teady Money that it would otherwife re- 
quire——’Tis all done by the Aid and AC 
fiftance of this Machine call’d Credits ——— 
This is the Wheel within the Wheel of afl 
our Commerce, and afl our publick Tranf- 
a&ions— By this yeu have fough:, and by 
this you conquer—————=-1_ might concern her 
in private Affairs— And how many Fami- 
lies does fhe keep alive now, that muft 
ftarve without her ? How many Shops does 
fhe keep open, that muft be fhut up with. 
out her? Pay Homage to her Image, 
O ye Thovfands that walk the Exchange, 
who trade largely, live high, and finkdeep. 
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the Pockets of your fubftantial Neigh: 
_ bours, and have not one Peny of Foundation 
_ to ftand upon——But with the Affiftance of 
this Charm, flatter your Fellow Traders to 
_ put their Stocks into your Hands, flatter 


your felves to go on, and make your For- 


_ tunes out of Nothing, Pay Homage 
to this Idol, //ay, and be very tender of 
- her; for if you over-load her, fhe’s a coy 
_ Miftrefs, fhe’ flip from you without any 
Warning, and you'll be undone from that 
Moment. 
I cannot now enter into her private Re- 
ceffes, where fhe concerns her felf with 
Families, Perfons, and Things—— Long 
Accounts oe be given.of her there; 
there fhe bleffes and blafts juftas the pleafes: 
fhe tyrannizes over Youth, Beauty, Vertue, 
_ Efftate; the makes honeft Women Whores, 
and Whores honeft Women 3 by her the 
Homely get Husbands, while ail Men fhafl 
fhun the Fair; if the forfake the honefteft 
Woman in the World, no Body will touch 
her 3. if the covers the moft fcandalous Be- 
haviour, it paffes for Vertue; the Spoufe 
deceiv’d by her takes a Proftitute, and 
fwears fhe was a Virgin; Demonftration 
Will hardly convince again her Evidence ; 
anda whole Life of Vértue won’t repair 
the Injury fhe does, where fhe falls off. But 
that by the by. 

Let usa little look into her Hiftory, as it 
relates to Britain, for fhe is but a new 
Comer, a Kind of Inmate among us 3 and 
how long fhe may like her Lodging, no Body 
knows. [ am now {peaking of that we call 
Bublick Credit in particular. 

Queen Elizabeth, if my Accounts fail me 
not, was the firft that brought her hither 5 
for till her Time, it was by no means fafe 
for her to come among us;- before her, our 
Kings were.a Sort of People, that neither 
knew or regarded her, witnefs the often 
{wearing and receding from their Contras 
of Liberties in the Cafe of Magna Charta, 
tho’ frequently made with the folemneft 
Oaths, and Excommunication upon the 
Breakers of them. Henry VII. began to 
invite her, andin his Reign the fhow’d her 
Face here for the firfktime —— But he loft 
her in the End of his Reign by immoderate 
Avarice. His Son Henry VILL was too much 


King Fames 1. was too flothful and too 
luxurious for her, and as he kept his Word 


with no Body, fhe durft not truft him s and 
on the other haad, he being neither 4, for 
Peace nor War,. but wholly bent upon the 
oppreffing of his own People, he had no 
great Occafion forher, for he gave Credit 
to no Body, and no Body gave Credit to 
him 3.in Matters of Money he had no great 
Pipl et i, 0b ely,. i.e. ng 
Hy, peat wic » i-¢.. foolifhly, Fo 
and Favourites devour’ h ee he 
had not a Soul to relieve his own Daughter, 
nor co truft his own Son 3 and as he liv’ 
without good Husbandry, fo he dy’d with- 
out Honour, leaving his Son a War with 
the Spaniards, and an empty Exchequer 
with neither Money nor. Credit. 

King Charles 1. flood fair for enjoying 
this coy Miftrefs, but when at the Beginning 
of his Reiga be refns’d'to credit his Par- 
liament, afl the World refus’d -to credit 
him, and raifing his Funds by Extra-Par- 
liamentary Methods, Credit fled with the 
firft Attempt, and-in a little. while Loan 
became a Grievance, and no’ Man would 
truft him with a Farrhing ;‘this fet hima 
fhifting, beging, and taking by Force, and 
the Confequence of that, the World has 
a fad Account of. And fo much to the 
eternal Reproach of his Memory by my 
Lord Clarendon, that I need add nothing to 
that iDuftrious Author, only humbly recom- 
mend it to thettniverfity of Oxford, rhe hone? 
Editors of that Work, that they would confi- 
der of reftoring that Book to its jufterTitle, 
Vig. King Charles I. prov’d a Tyrams by 
Edward Ear} of Clarendon. 

But to return to our Hiftory; the Civil 
War having gone on faccefsfully to the 
Parliament Troops, they founa this Lady 
came over to them very readily, and it was 
much by her Affif'ance that they beat the
